Art.  6.  The  Board  of  Directors  Fhall  conatst  of  not  leaa  than  fifteen 
and  not  more  than  twenty  (a  majority  of  whom  shall  be  resident  In  the 
City  of  Montreal)  to  be  determined  at  the  meeting,  such  election  and  any 
question  voted  on  at  any  meeting  shall.  If  demanded  by  two  members 
(of  the  Association)  be  decided  by  ballot  by  a  plurality  of  votes  of  the 
members  of  the  Association  present  in  person  and  voting  at  the  meet- 
ing: the  dlrectora  ao  chosen  shall  Immediately  elect  one  of  their  own 
number  to  be  president,  and  two  others  of  them  to  be  vice-presidents, 
which  president,  vice-presidents  and  directors  shall  continue  In  office 
for  one  year,  and  until  others  shall  be  chosen  to  fill  their  places,  they 
ahall  also  elect  a  managing  dlrecto  and  secretary- treaaurer,  and  If  any 
vacancy  shall  at  any  time  happen  by  death,  resignation,  or  otherwise  In 
the  offices,  the  remaining  directors  shall  supply  such  vacancy  by  the 
appointment  of  some  member  of  the  Association  for  the  remainder  of 
the  year. 

Art.  6.  The  dlrectora  shall  have  power  to  name  from  time  to  time 
special  Exhibition  Committees  'o  help  in  the  Bzhibltion  work,  said 
Committees  to  conalat  mainly  of  auch  members  of  the  Association  aa  the 
directors  may  consider  desirable. 

Art.  7.  The  President  ahall  be  tbe  chief  Executive  officer  of  the  Com- 
pany and  ahall  preside  at  all  meetings.  In  his  absence,  one  of  the  Vice- 
Presidents  will  act  In  his  stead. 

Art.  8.  The  Secretary-Treaanrsr  will  have  charge  of  the  correapond- 
•nce — sign  notices  for  meetings — ksep  the  record  of  all  meetings — ex- 
amine and  certify  all  accounts;  he  shall  have  the  custody  of  the  funds

aa  tb*  dlracton  majr  d«t«rmlna,  to  tb*  eradit  of  tbo  Aiioclatlon  In  Its 
Corporation  nam«.  All  ebequM,  notei.  draft*  or  blU*  of  exchantt  iball 
be  ■iffn«d,  drawn,  and  accepted  and  endoraed  by  tbe  President  (or  In  bli 
absence  by  one  c.  tbe  Vice-Presidents  or  Manaffinf- Director)  and  by  the 
Secretary-Treasurer  (or  In  bis  abssAce  by  one  of  the  Directors)  and  the 
Secretary-Treasurer  shall  keep  books  of  accounts  showlnc  all  receipts 
and  dlsbureements  and  shall  uay  out  monies  only  on  vouchers  certified 
by  tbe  MansKlng  Director. 

Art.  i.  The  Managlnc  Director  shall  have  the  ffeneral  numacement 
of  tbe  Association  under  the  control  of  the  Board  of  Directors. 

Art.  10.  There  shall  be  appointed  by  the  Directors  such  other  offi- 
cers and  acents  as  the  business  of  the  Association  shall  require,  who 
shall  perform  such  duties  and  receive  such  compensation  as  the  Board 
may  determine. 

Art.  11.  The  Annual  Meetlnr  of  the  Association  shall  be  held  on 
the  first  Tuesday  of  December  In  each  year,  for  the  election  of  the  Di- 
rectors and  the  transaction  of  the  business  of  the  Company  cenerslly. 

Art.  12.  At  such  meeting  a  report  In  detail  of  the  receipts  and  ex- 
penditure of  the  Association  for  tbe  preceding  year  shall  be  eubmltted 
by  the    Secretary-Treasurer. 

Art.  IS.  Special  meetlncs  may  be  called  at  any  time  at  the  request 
of  the  President  or  Board  of  Directors,  by  notice  statins  the  object  of 
the  Meeting. 

Art.  14.  Notice  of  all  meetings  of  the  Association  general  or  special, 
shall  be  mailed  to  tbe  address  of  each  member  of  the  Association  at 
least  five  days  before  the  meeting.  Fifteen  members  shall  constitute  a 
quorum  at  any  meeting  of  the  Association,  and  If  there  be  no  quorum, 
the  meeting  may  be  adjourned  to  a  ubsequent  date  and  when  the  mem- 
bers present  at  said  adjourned  meeting   shall   constitute   a  quorum. 

Art.  15.  Meetings  of  the  Board  of  Directors  may  be  held  upon  the  Pra- 
sident  or  any  three  of  the  Directors,  by  notice  of  the  time  and  place  of 
such  meeting  and  mailed  to  the  address  of  each  director  two  days  before 
the  meeting.  Five  Directors  shall  oonstltute  a  quorum  at  any  meeting 
of  the  Board  of  Directors. 

Art.  18.  The  Board  of  Directors  shall  have  power  to  accept  the 
resignation  of  any  member  of  the  Association. 

Art.  17.  These  by-laws  may  be  amended  by  a  majority  of  the  members 
of  the  Association  present  at  any  meeting  called  for  that  purpose,  pro- 
vided the  object  of  the  meeting  be  stated  In  the  call — to  be  mailed  to 
the  address  of  each  member  with  the  time  and  place  of  the  meeting  at 
least  eight  days  In  advance.

To  have  a  first-class  Exhibition,  the  assistance  and  co-operation 
of  a  variety  of  elements  la  a  necessity.  In  the  organisation  of  the  As- 
sociation, thli  necessity— It  can  readily  t>e  seen— has  been  amply  provided 
for  In  the  wide  scope  of  the  membership,  and  the  City  of  Montreal  hold- 
ing a  controlling  position. 

Adv«nt«s«  to  «h«  Olty 

It  can  be  fairly  estimated  that  great  advantage  will  accrue  to  Mont- 
real through  the  holding  of  an  Annual  Exhibition.  As  an  educator  to 
our  own  people  In  the  Province,  an  Exhibition  will  afford  an  Incalcuiable 
advantage.  It  will  In  no  sense  be  a  competitor  of  the  Toronto  Exhibition 
for  It  Is  well  known  that  the  great  majority— almost  the  entire  volume  of 
visitors  to  the  Toronto  Fair  coma  from  a  territory  within  a  radius  or 
two  hundred  miles  of  that  City. 

Montrttal'a  Position 

The  position  of  Montreal  li  more  advantageous  than  that  of  Toronto 
for  the  bringing  In  of  visitors  from  a  distance.  We  have  In  this  Provlnca 
a  distinct  link  with  the  densely  populated  Eastern  States.  Thousandi 
upon  thousands  of  the  residents  of  that  pert  of  the  United  States  would 
readily  avail  the  Incentive  offered  of  visiting  Canada  upon  such  an  occa- 
sion—Interest in  the  country— relations  In  Canada— former  realdwace  m 
Canada— friends  and  cheap  railway  hires— would  all  combine  to  bring  to 
Montreal  a  vast  number  ef  well-to-do  people. 

Advantasoo  in  Toronto 

At  the  1908  Exhibition  In  Toronto,  676,000  persons  paid  Indlvtdaal 
admission,  and  there  was  some  10.000  pass  tickets  Issued  at  tt.OO  each, 
good  at  any  time.  How  many  persons,  non-residents  of  Toronto  were  In- 
cluded In  these  admissions?  The  amo -^t  of  money  they  brought  to  the 
tradesmen  and  citizens  of  Toronto  in  one  way  or  other  cannot  l>e  azact- 
ly  stated,  but  from  two  to  two  and  a  half  millions  have  been  roughly  es- 
timated. Everyone  makes  money  during  the  Exhibition — not  only  the 
hotels  and  stores  of  all  kinds,  but  thousands  of  private  houses  rent  rooms 
or  give  board  to  the  visitors,  and  get  good  returns.  The  Street  Car  Co. 
In  Toronto  dally  earnings  run  from  17,000.00  to  nearly  $9,000.00  (per  day) 
under  ordinary  conditions,  while  the  return  given  for  the  days  of  the 
Exhibition  In  1906.  August  28th  to  8eptemt>er  8th,  run  from  $10,600.00  up 
to  Si7.000.00  per  day.  The  average  per  day  for  these  days  being  nearly 
$14,000.00. 

AclvortUins  our  Country 

An  Exhibition  In  Montreal  would  not  alone  bring  In  a  direct  and  Im- 
portant new  revenue  to  our  citizens  In  every  conceivable  way,  but  would 
■erve  to  advertise  our  city  aboard.  Toronto  Exhibition  has  made  that 
city  widely  kno*n  In  all  parts  of  the  world,  and  has  In  a  great  extent, 
advertised  Canada  as  a  progressive  oountry. 

There  Is  no  part  of  the  Dominion  tn  which  Exhibitions  In  the  Agri- 
cultural Districts  are  more  successful  or  better  attended  than  In  th« 
Province  of  Quebec.  The  country  people  show  enthusiasm  over  their  local 
Fairs  and  there  Is  no  reason  to  suppose  that  a  first-class  Exhibition  In 
Montreal  would  not  be  well  attended  by  the  community  in  general  through- 
out the  Province.  It  rests  alone  with  Montreal  to  organle  such  an  Ex- 
hibition— to  finance  and  manage  It  an  a  pulHc  enterprise  for  the  benefit 
of  our  City  and  of  the  Province  and  Dominion  at  large. 

It  requires  to-day  a  strong  expression  of  public  opinion  to  fully  carry 
out  the  object  which  la  aimed  at  Tou  are  Invited  to  express  your  opin- 
ion on  the  matter.
